THIRTEEN WHITE GAPS IN JAIL. 


A New Hampshire Man's Narrow Escape 
| from a Mob. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., Jan. 16.— [Special.] 
Thirteen well known residents of North Sa- 
lem, a retired hamlet twelve miles from this 
city, over the New Hampshire line, were ar- 
rested at an early hour this morning by de- 
tectives and s vosse of Rockingham County 
Deputy Sheriffs, charged with an assault 
upon J. C. Welch of that place the night of 
Dec. 26 last. The prisoners constitute a large 
portion of a recently organized band of 
White Caps who, dissatisfied with the ad- 
ministration of justice, have taken into their 
own hands the duty of regulating the com- 
munity according to their own ideas of right, 
regardless of the law and order that has 
heretofore prevailed in the township. 


‘The man whom the White Caps punished 


was John C. Welchof Danville, and the charge 
against him was that he was too intimate 
with Mrs. Monroe George. Mrs. George left 
her husband after the affair had gone on 
some time and lived in North Salem, N. H., 
with Welch, who worked as a shoemaker. 
The White Caps called ‘Welch out of the 
house at midnight. He was suddenly seized 
and dragged along the path for several feat, 
when a rope was tied around him. He was 
now in the midst of a crowd of masked men. 
Grasping the rope which bound their man 
the crowd pulled him unceremoniously along, 
clubbing him with stones and sticks when- 
ever they felt inclined. 

The White Caps charged Welch with a 
serious crime, but this the prisoner denied. 
Then the rope was tightened about his neck 
and the other end was ready to be pulled 
over a limb of the tree. They blackened bis 
face and hands and a portion of his body 
until he resembled a negro. Whatever they 
intended to do further was stopped at this 
moment by the sound of a shrill voice near 
at hand. For an instant all of the White 
Caps were intently listening. They were off 
their guard, and Welen saw his chance. 
lake a flash he dashed between t wo ot the 
men, one of whom he had recognized. The 
whole crowd started in pursuit, but their 
efforts were useless. The names of the par- 
ticipants of the affair are as follows: Wes- 
ley Felch, Elmer Connolly. Linas Chase, 
Henry Wilson, John Littlefield, Forest 
Hutchinson, Joe Robbins, Frank Goodwin, 
John King. Robert Kelly, Charles Chase, 
John McNeill, John Troy. They were all 
taken to Exeter Jail. 

Exeter, N. H., Jan. 16. — The White Caps“ 
arrested at North Salem this morning tor 
assault upon John Welch were brought here 
this morning and arraigned before Judge 
Clark of the Supreme Court. Eleven of them 
were fined $15 and costs each, while the two 
others were fined $10 and costs each. All 
paid their fines and left for their homes. 
Jan. 16.—[Special.|— 
About a dozen citizens of this pluce were 
greatly excited last night on receiving no- 
tices through the post-office, written in red 
ink and headed with a skull and crossbones, 
warning them to change their ways. The

Irish Catholics Bring Serious Charges 


‘Against Their Pastor—They Alege 
Tyranny and Meanness—Stories Told by 
Some of the Seceding Parishioners— 
‘Freezing Them Oat—A Row with the 
Janitor—What the Accused Says. 


Lamont, III., Jan. 16.—|Speciai.|—Will 
Father Hogan, the able young priest of St. 
Patrick’s Church, be forced to resign? This 
is the question now agitating Lamont, and 
upon which the congregation of St. Patrick’s 
Church is arrayed against itself. For months 
a conflict has been brewthg. Open hostilities 
were aeclared yesterday, when the following 
communication was made public: 

LEMONT, III., Jan. 16.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une. }—The undersigned, Irish Catholics and mem- 
bers of St. Patrick's parish, Lemont, III., beg 
space in your columns to convey to the Rev. J. 
E. Hogan, rector of said parish, the estimate in 
which he is hela by a large proportion of his con- 
gregation, and in return for the many abusive 
lectures which he has given us tender him the 
following, with the assurance that we have an in- 
exhaustible fund of grievances trom which to 
draw: 

He has refusea ladies at the altar holy com- 
munion because they were guilty of going to a 
neighboring church to confession. He has per- 
mitted members of the faith to go before ther 
Maker without the last rites of that church of 


which he should be an honored and worthy ex- 


ponent. 

He has made himself so offensive by his mean- 
ness and his tyranny to the Sisters of Provi- 
dence, who had in charge the management of the 
parochial school here, that they were obliged to 
withdraw from the institution, and the people 
generally have become so aisgusted that sup 
port has been witbheld, and the school, which 
last June could boast a membership of 225 pupils, 
is now reduced to not more than forty. 

For months the greater portion of the male 
members of the congregation have been attena- 
ing service at the German and ‘Polish Catholic 
churches. They have beld public meetings and 
openly declared their dissatisfaction with him; 
but with a tenacity only equaied by his vanity he 
still insists on obtruding himself upon the 
people. 

When a large proportion of Catholics of a 
pérish rise up in earnest indignation and ina 
spirit of opposition to the conduct and manage- 
ment of their pastor and publicly and solemnly 
protest against his methods ana his meanness 
good judgment and honesty of purpose would 
seem to dictate to such a pastor a course calcu- 
lated to forever separate him from such a flock. 

We therefore declare that we will no longer 
tolerate a priest whose whole character is en- 
tirely devoid of that attribute which we are 
taught covers a multitude of sins and whose 
course while amongst us seems to have been 
conceived in peevishness and consummated in 
tyranny. 

We therefore call upon the Rev. J. E. Hogan 
to resign the rectorship of this parish, because 
we feel that he has forfeited our confidence and 
respect; and we will oppose any act that tends 
to the enforcement upon us as a religious teach- 
er an involerable pastor.

FATHER HOGAN’S WORK. AT LEMONT. 

Eight years. ago James Hogan, formerly a 
fireman in the employ of the Chicago & 
Alton Railroad Company, was ordained a 
priest and induced to take charge of the La- 
mont parish. The task was not an inviting 
one, but the young clergymen, fired with the 
entbusiasm of religious zeal, accepted the 
call and devoted all his energies to the par- 
ish. Hefound himself at the head of a par- 
isb with a reputation none too good. Older 
priests had abandoned the field as barren and 
hopeless. The church was a tumble-down 
affair, through the roof of which the 
rains of heaven descended almost unchecked. 
The men who now demand his resignation 
admit that Father Hogan’s administration of 
the financial affairs of the parish has been a 
success. At the same time they claim that 
he has been guilty of gross usurpations of 
authority. They demand that another leader 
be selected in his piace. 

When a reporter entered John McCarthy’s 
oftice tonight he found a score of the seced- 
ing parishioners in session. They were pot 
averse to talking about the communication 
which the majority of them had signed. 

„Father Hogan makes his boast that he 
cannot be foi ced to step down and out,” 
said James Noonan, a leading stone-dealer. 
We sball see. He has been overbearing 
and tyrannical. For those who di 
with him be hgs nothing but ridiculous 
abuse.“ 

“What charges do vou make against 
Father Hogan!“ 

He has never spent a year in Lamont 
without a quarrel,” said Patrick Brackin. 
In 1887 he almost came to blows with Sister 
Dametella. She had charge of the paruchial 
impossible to get 
along with Father Hogan. There were 225 
children going to the school at the time. Now 
there are less than forty. One day Father 
Hogan walked into the school and closed it 
without giving the Sisters a chance to bid 
the children good-by. It was the day of the 
feast of the Holy Angels, and he made the 
children getdown on their knees and say 
five “Hail Marys’ and fiye Ave Marias,“ 
and told them they would soon get Sisters 
that were not too proud to teach them.

Then,“ continued W. Brackin, he sent to 
Chicago and got four Daminican Sisters and 
paid them 80 a month. The pupils paid 50 
cents apiece, so that he came out consider- 
ably ahead. A couple of years ago he asked 
the congregation for $500 with which to buy 
new stoves and coal. Only three voted for 
it. Hethen said he would treeze us out, so 
he kept a good fire in the vestry, but none in 
the other part of the church. He also told 
the janitor, Mrs. Coater, not to ring the bell 
until we came to time. For nearly two 
months the bell was never rung. Then he 
had a row with Mrs. Coater and discharged 
her. He even refused to allow her to draw 
water from the church hydrant.”

Mob Law Still Exists in the Region of 
Wahalak, Misa. 

JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 16.—Private informa- 
tion has been received by Gov. Lowry that 
mob law continues to exist in the southern 
part of Noxubee and the northern part of 
Kemper County, and that negro cabins are 
being burned and destroyed. The present 
lawlessness grew outofthe Wahalak trou- 
bles ofafew weeks ago in the northern 
part of Kemper County. The Governor is 
informed that avengers are still wreak- 
ing their vengeance upon the negroes. Gov. 
Lowry wrote to the Sheriff of Noxubee 
County to call out a sufficient force to put 
down the lawlessness and to send a spe- 
cial messenger to the Sheriff of Kemper 
County, the two officials to act in 
concert in the vicinity mentioned. The Goy- 
ernor insists that the county officials and 
peace officers shall do their duty. He is 
ready to give them all the support in his 
power.

ARRESTED FOR STILLWELL’S MURDER. 


A Colored Man Taken in Custody for the 
Crime. 

HaNnrBat, Mo., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—The 
developments in the Stillwell murder mys- 
tery have caused a great stir here today. 
Just three weeks ago A. J. Stillweil, an old 
and wealthy citizen, was assassinated in his 
bedroom in a struggle with a burglar. Mrs. 
Stillwell occupied an adjoining bea, and 
saw the assassin as he dealt the fatal 
blow. She aroused the neighbors 
as soon as she recovered from 
the shock, and che only trace of the murder- 
er was a bloody ax in the back yard, sur- 
rounded by some money that the man had 
evidently dropped in his flight. Mrs. Stil- 
well offered no reward for the arrest of the 
assassin, and this caused a great deal of com- 
ment. Some one, however, determined to 
assist the local police, and two detectives 
were engaged and set to work on the 
case. Late last night these two aetect- 
ives went over to the Village of Frank- 
fort, and arrested Frank Gibson, colorea, 
and Alice Ward. The prisoners were lodged 
in jail in this city today. Gibson told the de- 
tectives that he had nothine to do with the 
crime, but if he was prosecuted he would tell 
a story that would give tne people something 
to talk about fora month. The fact is that 
it was his talk that led to his arrest. Alice 
Ward has told several peopie statements she 
heard from Gibson. rs.

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A GOOD DAY FOR BEARS. 


THE BULLISH FEELING SEEMS TO 
HAVE DIED OUT, IN WALL STREET, 


The Result of Yesterday's Business Was a 
Dedline ina Number of Stocks—St. Paul 
Quite a Feature lu the Day's Specula- 
tion—A Selling Movement Started in the 
Coalers—Window Glass Manufacturers 
in Secret Session—lowa Jobbers in Ses- 
sion, 


New Yorx, Jan. 16.—[Special.]—The bull- 
ish feeling today seemed to have almost en- 
tirely died away and the result of the day’s 
business was a decline in a number of stocks. 
In the morning prices were good and there 
were some advances, but in the afternoon 
there was an entirely aifferent aspect, and 
quotations were generally lower. There was 
not much difference in the volume of busi- 
ness as between today and the pre- 
ceding days of the week, but it was busi- 
ness of a nature that made the bulls feel 
weary, except those who sold and realized 
profits on Saturday’s and Monday’s rise. St. 
Paul was quite a feature in the earlier deal- 
ings, and at one time, with Atchison, it 
scored a rise of a full point. The in- 
fluences that made St. Paul strong were 
due to reports of a large increase in earn- 
ings and a considerable short interest, and 
Atchison was temporarily better on the cov- 
ering of some shorts who were induced to 
move in that way because thé passing of the 
dividend had not had as serious an effect as 
they had hoped. Lake Shore and Western 
Union were fairly strong early in the day, 
but later on, when the bearish tendency be- 
came more pronounced, they feli off. The 
selling movement, which brought about the 
general deciine was started in tne coalers, 
but before long it spread to the other stocks. 
Lackawanna was hardest hit, a drop 
of I points being forced, and it was 
thrown overin large blocks. Reading was 
strongly attacked, but withstood the assault 
better than Lackawanna, and the only coal 
stock that was not freely sold was Erie. Tne 
Gould stocks were ali weak, Missouri Pacific 
running off a point and Western Union losing 
nearly as much. Chicago Gas came in fora 
share of the pounding and dropped 2% points.

IOWA JOBBERS IN SESSION, 


All Anxiously Awaiting Judge Brewer's De- 
cision tn the Injanction Cases. 

Des Mornes, Ia., Jan. 16.—]special.|—The 
Executive Board of the Jobbers’ & Manu- 
facturers’ Association of lowa met this fore- 
noon in secret session to consider the dis- 
criminations in freight rates. The cities rep- 
resented were Keokuk, Burlington, Daven- 
port, Dubuque, Des Moines, Oskaloosa, Mar- 
shalitown, Waterloo, Cedar Rapids, and Ot- 
tumwa. President Torbert authorized the 


statement that while no definite action has 


been taken, yet the decided trend of the dis- 
cussion indicated the belief that the calling 
of an extra session of the Legislature prior 
to the decision of Judge Brewer wouid be 
premature. A resolution was adopted to 
the effect that the Governor and other 
State officers should proceed at once

railroads that had not been relieved by in- 
junction. The resolutions stated further 
that if the decision of Judge Brewer in tne 
famous injunction cases should be in favor 
of the railroads the Commissioners would 
have the moral support of the jobbers in dis- 
regarding the injunction ana going ahead as 
if nothing had happened. These resolu- 
tions were presented to the 
sioners in the presence of 

ernor and others tbis afternoon and 
raised a warm discussion. One of 
the ſobbers from Burlington was violent in 
his devunciations of the railroads, and said 
that the Commissioners were indevendent of 
the courts and responsible only to the peo- 
ple. The Governor rather intimated that the 
Commissioners might disregard Judge Brew- 
er’s injunction should his decision be against 
them, but said that it was a question they 
must decide for themselves, and he would 
not take the responsibility of advising them.

A New Device to Cut Rates, 

St, Pau, Minn., Jan. 16.—{Special.]}—A queer 
ticket was cuught floating about town and held 
for inspection and explanation today. It is a 
yellow ticket with a stub and two coupons good 
to Chicago and given in return for mileage. It is 
one of the agencies through which a long line 
endeavors to compete with short lines, and 
therefore its appearance elicited a howl 
from the latter. As mileage represents two 
cents these tickets, good over the route to Chi- 
cago, 402 miles in length, are sold for a little 
over $8, or . % less than the usual rate. Such 
being the case there is trorble ahead and 
unless the tickets are withdrawn forth- 
with something will happen. In one sense 
it is a violation of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law in that it favors diserimination. 
It disregards the individuality and purity of the 
mileage book, the effect being explained in this 
way: Should a person desire to go to Chicago 
and apply to a scalper fora ticket the broker 
takes a mileage book issued by the road impli- 
cated, tears out 402 miles, takes it to the com- 
pany’s ticket office and secures one of 
these exchange tickets. There would be noth- 
ing particularly sinful about it if the pur- 
chaser were the holder of the k 
and the matter came to an end right there, but 
such is not the idea. In a few minutes the 
scalper has another Chicago customer and takes 
another 402 miles out of the same book.

The “Nigger” Problem Solved—‘‘ Niggers”’ 

Indispensable to the Georgia Farmer. 
Atlanta Constitution (Dem.), Jan. 
Thar's er heap of talk these days erbout 
the nigger atid erbout what they call the 
nigger problem,” said Plunkett, as he 
Knocked the ashes from his pipe and set it 
in the chimney jam, 

I've heard it said that a fellow has to 
have a mighty g memory to make a suc- 
cessful har. It’s une same way er bout er- 


heap of things, and when I hear so mucha 


talk erbout the nigger probiem hear in 
Georgia I can't help from thinking that it 
would be well for these figuring fellows to 
remember what has passed here in Georgia 
since the war, it might save em erheap of 
worry if they really want to get rid oi the 
nigger. 

“It haint been nod great while since it 
looked as if the niggers were all going to 
leave Georgia for the sugar piantations of 
Louisiana and the bottoms of Mississippi and 
Arkansas. Isaia at the time let em go.’ 
But these same figuring fellows said I was 
erfool, and they said that the nigger was a 
necessity, and they went to work to agitat- 
ing tin the Legislature took the matter in 
hand and passed laws that made it unprofita- 
ble for agents to come into the State after 
laborers. 

Not more than ten ponte ago the niggers 
were leaving Georgia by the train loads and 
every day. The farmers got scared. They 
went to abusing these agents that came 
among us and gathered up the niggers and 
were carrying them off to other States. The 
law that was to stop this state of 
affairs is still in force, and if you want to get 
rid of the nigger go to work and repeal it— 
let the agents come again without paying 
any license and it won't be long till the 
nigger problem will be solved as far as 
Georgia is concerned, 

All this n r problem talk is jist from 
the lips out. We don’ want to get rid of the 
nigger, and more especially is this so with 
folks who have spent money and wasted 
time trying to get foreign laborers to take 
the nigger’s place. 

I knowed a settlement down in Pike that 
went to work and jined together and made 
up woney and sent a smart fellow over to 
Eugland after Enelish laborers. He got a 
ship load and fotched em over. They were 
fed high on the trip and it looked like, to 
look at em, thatjarry one of ‘em 
could do as much wor 
niggers, but they couldn't, nor they 
didn’t try, and it warn’t mor’n er month er 
two till the last one of em had skinned out 
and left the farmers without any hands to 
make their crops. You needn’t talk to that 
settlement erbout Yankee laborers nor er- 
bout foreign laborers; they are satisfied with 
the nigger now and I venture that this set- 
tlementis ermong the most pros us of 
Georgia, and there never has been er ublican 
ticket cast in the precinct, I don’t think. 

“The land-owners of Georgia want the 
nigger. coe one talk otnerwise, but I’ve 
seed enough to make me know they want em; 

* You start 100 of the biackest niggers in 
Georgia out to secure a home—that is, to get 
land to work on shares—and start jist one 
white man out at the same time with the 
same thing in view, and the whole hundred 
niggers will get homes before the one white 
man. If thereis any left after the niggers 
have picked out what they want the white 
man will come in, and not till then. Thar’s 
er few exceptions, but this is the rule. 

“Thar’s plenty of white men who would 
be glad to have many of the positions that 
niggers fill erround in the cities and towns, 
but they can’t get em; tne positions that can 
be filled without stirring up the masses of 
the whites ergin the business is filied by 
11 That's what makes me say that all 
this talk erbout the nigger is idle talk and 
only from the lips out. 

“Texas and Arkansas are filled with the 
flower of Georgia's yeomaury. They have 
been going from here to these states for 

ears and more especially since the war. 

ts of em would be in Georgia today had it 
not been that a nigger coulu rent better land 
than they could. T know that folks don’t 
want to adniit this, but it is so, as a rule. The 
wealthy farmers of Georgia had rather have 
er nigger than a white man. It crops out in 
everything and everywhere and you needn’t 
harp erbout the nigger to me as long as this

“ Whyisit? It’s not because the nigger can 
do better work nor more of it. It's because he 
can be bossed, that’s one reason; and it's be- 
cause they can out-figure him, that’s another 
reason. 

don't mean by this that every man will 
outcount the nigger and get the best of the 
bargain in the wind-up, but it's human nature 
for er fellow to want to be smarter than his 
hired man, and thore is an humble way erbout 
the nigger that tickles’ these landed proprietors and 
gives him the advantage over the white labor- 
er. r nigger don’t arque er pint, he makes em 
feel good in their dwn conceit, but nine times 
outen ten the nigger gets the best of it, if he 
has to steal to do it, 

“I get bothered, though, sometimes, on 
this nigger ‘problem.’ When 1 look erround 
at ali these nigger schools und take in con- 
sideration that the nigger is getting so that 
he can fijuré, too, lam almost persuaded that 
there is some sincerity in all this talk of get- 
ting rid of him. Ii the nigger gets educated 
and proud he’s er goner. The only salvation 
for him in Georgia hes in his ignorance and 
humility, Through his ignorance and humble 
ways he crowds out his white competitors, 
and whenever this ceases to be and he gets 
to depending upon his knowledge and man- 
nood to sustain him he’ll have to hunt an- 
other clime, and there won’t be no fuss made 
erbout it, either. 

“The wives of these rich men are jist the 


same. They will hire a nigger woman ten 


times to do their housework to where they 
would hire one white woman. The white 
girls are drifting into public places where 
public opinion would frown down this pigger 
business and withhold their patronage.

fendant or defendants, and produce all books 
and papersin his or their custody, or under his 
or their control, pertinent to the issuein such 
trial, and shall not be excused from 3 
any such 4 or from producing any suc 
books and papers because the same might tend 
to é¢riminate such witness or witnesses; but 
nothing which such witness or witnesses shall

As Senator Fuller isan attorney for the 
Northwestern Road his sincerity in introduc- 
ing these bills is doubted, and some of the 
Republicans are accusing him of acting in 
vad faith for the purpose of placing the new 
Committee on Railroads in the light of pre- 
venting the passage of laws which are os- 
tensibly intended to benefit the public. The 
belief is that they will never be heard of 
again after their reference to a committee. 
A similar fate probably awaits the bill of 
Carmody of Cook regulating the charges of 
sleeving-car companies, introduced in the 
House this morning. He wants their charges 
fixed at $1 per lower berth, $1.50 for a sec- 
tion, and 75 cents for the privilege of a seat 
for twenty-four hours. 


TWO ELECTION REFORM BILLS. 


Representative Converse’s Claims for His 
Measure. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—Two 
bills in the nature of amendments to the 
general election laws now in torce were in- 
troduced in the House this morning. The 
one introduced by Schott of Cook amends the 
Pence law, and empowers the Governor to 
appoint the Election Commussioners, of 
which there shall be three, on the recom- 
mendation of the central committees of the 
leading parties, and it also requires the pres- 
ervation of the ballots. 

The other bill is the product of Converse 
of Sangamon, and amends the act of 1872. It 
provides for voting compartments where the 
voters can mark or change their bailots. 
Near the polling places it is proposea to have 
guard rails, so that only those inside them 
can approach within six feet of the 
ballot boxes. A guard officer” is to be ap- 
pointed to stand at the windows, preserve 
order, and see that no more than one person 
in excess of the number of compartments is 
admitted inside the railings. Within these 
compartments there will be tickets, which 
the voters must fold before léaving and 
going to where the a are. Any person 
allowing his vote seen or any person 
who interteres with a voter is liable to a fine 
of not less than $5 nor more than $100. Mr. 
Converse claims that by this bill the State of 
Illinois will receive all the benefits to be de- 
rived from the Australian system, the Mas- 
sachusetts law, and the act passed by the 
New York Legislature and vetoed by Gov. 
Hill. It will prevent bribery, he avers, 


‘because no one purchasing votes can 


know that the bargain is being car- 
ried out. It will not requires the 
changing of the present law in but one par- 
ticular, and that is the marking of the bal- 
lot by the judge with the letter X“ instead 
of numbering it. it will protect the voter 
against deceptive tickets and pasters. It ob- 
viates the necessity of the State furnishing 
tickets, which under the present system 
would be impracticable on account of the 
great length of tickets required in such elec- 
tions as were held in November, when, five 
Nauonal tickets were before the people, ne- 
cessitating over 100 Electors and a corre- 
sponding number of State and county officers. 
It will greatiy reduce the expense of candi- 
dates and remove the voter from the scru- 
tiny and intimidaton of designing men; and, 
in fact, Mr. Converse says that it is the 
simplest, easiest understood, and requires 
less change than anything thus far sug- 
gested.

Sir R. D. Morier’s Connection with the 
Affair—English Comment Unfavorabie 
to Bismarck—Sensational Testimony in 
the Parnell Case—A Letter from Stanley. 


Brntix. Jan. 16.—In accordance with a com- 
mund of Emperor Wiiliam, the Reichsanzeiger 
today publishes the indictment that was 
found agaiast Prof. Geffcken in order 
that the people may be enabled to 
form their own judgment regarding 
the administration of justice in 
Germany. The indictment states that Prof. 
Geffcken extracted from the diary, which 
contained 700 bages, and which was confided 
to him by the late“ Emperor Frederick in 
March, 1873, the poruons published. He had 
no authority to make the diary public, 


Emperor Frederick himself being of the 
opinion that 


it should be only pub- 
lished after the lapse of a long period after 
his death. The indictment further says that 
Emperor Frederick’s prociamation announ- 
omg his accession to the throne, issued 
March 12, was prepared by Prof. Geftcken 
when the late Emperor 
was seized with fainting fits during a stay at 


Ems. 
A number of letters written by Baron von 
nbach aud Prof. Geffcken are ap- 
pended to the indictment. Baron von Rog- 
bach, in a letter written in September 
after expressing approval! of a political 
to present to 
‘the Emperor in a few days, said a meeting 
on the subject would be held at Morier’s 


Prot. Geffcken’s letters, which cover the 

od 1875 to 1887, are marked throughout 

y hostile criticism of Bismarck and his 
policy. Morier is frequently mentioned in 
the course of correspondence, the refer- 

ce to him showing that he was in the con- 
fidence of the writers. 

Notice was given in the Bundesrath today 
that a motion would be made at tomorrow’s 
session that the Geffcken affair be made the 
order of the day. Prince Bismarck has sub- 
mitted to the Bundesrath all the documents 


“used during the judicial inquiry, including 


me correspondence seized at the residence of 
Baron von Roggen bach. 
The Heichsanzeiger also publishes Prince Bis- 
marck’s report to Emperor William, in which 
he points out the neceasity for publishing tne 
indictment in order to counteract the effect 
of the misrepresentauons of home and tor- 
eign journals, which, he says, aim at repre- 
3 the public prosecutor and the impe- 
rialtribunal as being partial ana inspired 
reecution. The indict- 
ment says that Geficken admitted it was un- 
hkely that Empress Frederick would have 
given permission to publish the diary, and 
quotes from a letter written by Geffcken to 
his wife from Heligoland as follows: 

The matter worries me so that I cannot sleep. 
O. if I nad only followed your gooe advice; m 
intentions were the purest, 1 no idee that 
phouid raise such a storm. 

It appears that his wife had warned him 
gainst publishing the diary. The Geffcken 
ndictment states that Prof. Geffcken con- 
fessed that he believed that Emperor at

Written by Henry M. Stanley has been re- 
ceived ia this city: 

BOMA OF BONALVA, MURETIA, Aug. 17.—70 
Shiek Hamed- hen Mahomea — ¥rom i¢@ Goon 
Friend Henry AM. Sianley: Many salaams to you. 
I hope that you are in as good health as I am, 
and that you have remained in good health since 
I left the Congo, I huve much to say to you, 
but hope I shall see you face to face belore 
many saya Ireached here this morning with 
130 Banawana, three soldiers, and sixty-six na- 
tives belopging to Emin Pasha. It is now 
eighty two days since I left Emin Pasha on the 
Nyanza. LEonly lost three men all the me Two 
were Gdrowged and the other decamped. found 
the white men who were looking for Emin Pasna 
quite well. 

The other white man, Casatt, is also well, 
Emin Pasha hasivory in abundance, thousands 
of cattle and sheep, and gonts, and fowis, and 
food of all kinds, I found him a good and kind 
man.

His liberality could not be 
excelled. His soldiers blessed our black men for

I will 
stay here ten days and will then proceed slowly. 
I will move hence to Big Island, two hours march 
from here above this place. There are plenty of 
houses and plenty of food for the men. What- 
ever you have to say to me my ears will be open. 
with a good heart, as it has always been toward 
you. Therefore, if you come, come quickly, for 
ou the eleventh morning from this I shall move 
on. All my white men are well, but I left them 
ail behind except my servant William, who is 
with me.

Sheik Hamed-Ben-Mahomed, to whom the 
above letter is addressed, is the Arab Tippoo 
Tib. The letter, which was taken to Stanley 
Falls by a messenger, and which reached 
Brusseis. by post last night, is the only 
one trom Stanley which has reached the 
coast of Africa. A number of other letters 
which the messenger conveyed to Stanley 
Fails still remain there, but un is expected 
that they will arrive in Europe in two or 
three months.

Eight years ago Mr. Homans married his 
second wife. She was from New Orleans 
and was in full splendor of Southern beauty. 
Today she is about 85 years old, and is still a 
handsome woman. She became a second 
motter to his three children, two sons and a 
daughter. She also hada daughter of her 
own by a former marriage. It is the subse- 
quent perfidy of this heartless creature that 
brought the mournful gathering to the little 
American church. 

WOMAN'S PERFIDY. 

Some time after the couple came to Paris 
scandalous reports concerning the wife’s 
conduct were current, but Homans turned a 
deaf earto them. Some three months ago 
the bubbie burst, the crash came, the blind 
man’s eyes were opened, nis home was 
wrecked, and his noble heart was broken. 
It happened at Aix les Bains. There was 
an Italian nobleman in the case. Some 
say he was a Prince. Mr. Homans 
was his friend, had received him 
at his table, and had trusted him. One 
day toward the end of September an accident 
revealed the whole truth. Mrs. Homans had 
gre back to Paris, professediy to arrange 

er hotei for the winter season. The Prince 
had gone to Geneva, so he said, but he Hud 
covered his tracks badly. An indiscreet con- 
cierge revealed to the astonished husband 
that 80 far from beimg in Switzerland his 
Italian Highness was in Paris, and that dur- 
ing their stay at Aix les Bains he had se- 
cretly occupied a room opposite that of Mrs. 
Homans. A conclusion was easily drawn, 
and Mr. Homans took the express to Paris. 
When there was no longer room for doubt he 
acted as a man has to actin this country in 
such cases. 

Nov. 29 there was formal proof of guilt. 
With the aid of the Commissaire ae Police, 
Mrs. Homans spent the night in St. Lazare 
prison and Mr. Homans spent it pecing the 
floor of his chamber.

One night at 
the Hotel Bellevue in Brussels Mr. Homans 
Was aroused from his slumbers by a knock- 
ing at the door. He arose and opened the 
door. Instantly Mrs. Homans pushed into 
the room. The shock to Mr. Homans was 
tremendous. He gasped for breath and his 
face became livid. Heart trouble was heredi.- 
tary in the family and fcr a few seconds it 
Was a question whether he would live or die. 
His wife promptly took advantage of the 
situation. Sherang for assistance, bad hot 
water and mustard poultices applied, and 
worked over him for an hour. Then the 
danger was passed and the attendants with- 
drew, leaving the two together.

Ministers—Great Display ef Fireworks 
to Be Made at the Inauguration— Bitter 
Onslaught on Jadge Woods for His Rul- 
ing in the Indiana Election Cases. 


_ INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 16.—[Special.}— 
Upon two important subjects, which will be 
discussed in his inaugural adoress, the Presi- 
dent-eiect has freely expressed his views 
within the last few days to an Indianapolis 
friend who is a cailer at his house every day 
ortwo. Ina conversation tonight this man 
remarked: 

5 The Southern men who have visited Gen. 
Harrison recently to offer suggestions as to 
the policy of the Admivistration toward the 
South have brought him no information that 
is new to him, and his ideas as to the course 
that he will outline for legislative action 
have not been modified im consequence of 
their suggestions, That part of his in- 
augural address relating to the Southern 
question, which may de expected to be an 
important part. has been complete for several 
days, and it is understood by a tew of his 
friends what his ideas are.“ 

Wat are his ideas as he has expressed 
them to his friends?” 

“ He has said, and he will probably say in 
his address, that he regards the bottom prin- 
ciple of the Government as control by a ma- 
jority. Everything else about the Govern- 
ment is mere ornamentation. He thinks 
the equality of the ballot demands that the 
apporuon ments in States for legislative pur- 
poses should be so adjusted that in the infiu- 
ence and power of every elector there shall 
be equality. It should not be true anywhere, 
he said, that one man may count 
for two or one and a half while 
some other man counts only one-half. 
When such a condition exists in a Govern- 
ment Dy a majority, expressed by a free and 
equal ballot, the Government ia not only 
threatened but it has been overturned. But 
for the fact that the workingmen of the 
South have been deprived of their influence 
in choosing representatives there would have 
been no question as to the security of the 
principles of protection. Gen. Harrison’s 
feelings toward the South are of the kindest 
nature, and he says it is hia desire that 
her streams of prosperity shall be full. The 
question does not relate simply to the South 
—it has become National—and it is impor- 
tant that there shouid be legislative reme- 
dies, which must be enforced, but not in a 
spirit of enmity.” 

A SIGNIFICANT SPEECH. 

In this connection there is much signifi- 
cance in one of Gen. Harrison’s speeches a 
few weeks prior to his nomination for Presi- 
dent, in which he said: 

Legislative remedies may be in sight 
when we can once. again possess both 
branches.of the National Congress and have 
an Executive at Washington who has not 
been creuted by these crimes against the 
ballot. Whatever they are we will seek them 
out and res them inte force, forgetting the 
war but insisting that now, nearly a quarter 
of acentury after it is over, a free baliot

LIABILITIES IN FIRE INSURANCE, 


Provisions of O’Day’s Bill in the Missouri 
Legislature. 

Jerrerson City, Mo., Jan. 16.— [Special.] —

companies. It provides that in all suits 
brought upon policies of insurance against 
loss or damage by fire hereafter issued or re- 
newed. tne defendant shall not be permitted 
to deny that the property insured thereby 
was worth at the time of issuing the policy 
the full amount ingured therein on said prop- 
erty, and in case of total loss of property in- 


erty may have sustained between the 
time of issuing the policy and the time of 
loss; and the burden of proving such depre- 
ciation shall be upon the defendant; and in 
cases where fire insuranc; policies shall be 
hereafter issued or renewed by more than 
one company upon the same property and 
suit shail be brought on any of said policies 
the defendant shall not be permitted to deny 
that the property insured was worth the 
aggregate of the several amounts for which 
the property was insured at the time the 
policy was issued or renewed thereon.

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D. Carroll and Pretended to Witness the 
Marriage of the Latter’s Deceased Son 
to a Spirit ia the Other Worid—Miss 
Roosevelt Will Marry a German Baron, 
bat Will Keep Her Own Fortune—New 
York Notes. 

New York, Jan. 16.—[Speciel.]—The story 
of the new, spook Princess caused a sensation 
in New York. It is a tale of spiritualistic 
delusion and infatuation which in its detaiis 
surpasses any of the revelations of the Dis 
De Bar-Marsh episode, and was first made 
public this morning. The principal charac- 
ters are George D. Carroll of the firm of 
Dempsey & Carroll, engravers and station- 
ers in Fourteenth street, and Mrs. T. B. 
Stryker, professional medium, whose ex- 
hibition of power as a successful impostor 
surpassed in extravagance anything attempt- 
ed by the spook Princess, Ann O’Delia. Mrs. 
Stryker added a ghostly wedding, birth, and 
christening to the delights of the spirit 
world, hitherto depicted by mediums, and her 
affinities in the other world were rep- 
resented as enjoying the pleasures of yacht- 
ing, hunting. and boating, with an occasional 
pleasure trip among the stars. The circum- 
stances of Mr. Carroll’s infatuation were 
made public by a mystery surrounding the 
commitment of his wife to the Middletown 
Insane Asylum, where she has been confined 
for nearly three years. Mr. Carroll is now 
about 50 years old. His wife was Miss Mary 
E. Mount, a niece of the Brooks brothers, 
clothiers, They lived in Yonkers and had a 
son Clifford, to whom Mr. Carroll was fondly 
attached, and whom he suppliea with the 
means of enjoying every pleasure. Clifford 
Carroll died Dec. 9, 1883, and nis father was 
overcome with grief. He had been an inves- 
tigator of Spiritualism, but was not promi- 
nently known as a Spiritualist. 

One afternoon while Mr. Carroll was walk- 
ing On Broadway he was suddenly addressed 
by Mrs. Stryker, who said that she saw the 
spiritof his son over his head, calling him 
“Pop,” and asking “Why do you not listen 
to me?” At this time Mrs. Stryker was 
living in Elm place, Brooklyn, with her hus- 
band, who was a porter in adry goods store. 
They were cramped for money, and Mrs. 
Stryker was poorly dressed, but her personal 


appearance was exceedingly striking and at-, 


tractive, and she was young. Mr. Carroll 
Was interested, and accepted her at once 
as a medium of communicawon with his son. 
Finding that it took too much time to go to 
Brooklyn for her séances, he secured rooms 
for the Strykers at No. 119 East Twenty- 
eighth street, in this city. After this Mr. 
Carroll spent much of his time in Mrs. 
Stryker’s apartment listening to alleged ac- 
counts of his son’s doings in the spirit land. 
At the same time the old furniture brought 
by the Strykers from Brooklyn gave place 
gradually to costly upholstery and decora- 
tions, and Mrs. Stryker’s pleasing figure ap- 
peared ciaf in rich and stylish roves. 
A GHOSTLY WEDDING. 

The woman ied the infatuated father from 
one step of extravagant belief to another un- 
til, when she told him that Clifford had found 
an affinity in the spirit of Bright Eyes 
and wished his father’s consent to marry, 
the latter entered heartily into the arrange- 
ment and détermined to celebrate the wed- 
ding at his home in Yonkers. Elaborate 

reparations were made for the ceremony. 

nvitations in the regular form were issued 
from Mr. Carroll’s own shop to prominent 
Spiritualists and tomany of his triends in 
fashionable society. The ceremony took 
place Dec. 9, 1884, a year after his son’s 
death. The pariors were decorated with 


‘flowers, there was music from a hidden or- 


chestra, a large company, and sumptuous en- 
tertainment. Mrs. Stryker appeared as the 
officiatung priest of the occasion, clad in a 
gown of white uncut velvet, with glittering 
gems upon her throat. She went into the 
trance state and described the appearance 
of Clifford and Bright Eyes,“ conducted 
the ceremony, and introduced the invisible 
spiritual pair to the company, who filed past 
two empty chairs, believers and unbelievers 
alike extending formal congratulations. Mrs. 
Carroll was not present. 

At the close Mrs, Stryker announced that 
Clifford ana “Bright Eyes had started on 
a wedding tour among the stars. On the 
second anniversary of young Carroll’s death 
the announcement was made througn the 
medium that a ghostly son had been bern to 
the spirit pair, and that a spiritual christen- 
ing would be held under the rainbow at Ni- 
agara Falls. Mr. Carroll entered as heartily 
into this pian as into that of the marriage, 
and took a car-load of Spiritualists and 
friends, including his priestess, to the Falis 
at his expense, where the form of baptismal 
ceremony was gone through. 

Subsequently Mr. Carroll hired a whole 
house for the medium at No. 251 West Twen- 
ty-third street, had it remodeled as a church, 
and Mrs. Stryker was installed as the Rev. 
Mrs. Stryker over the Metropolitan Church 
of Humanity, of which Mr. Carroll became 
President. rs. Carroll in the meantime, be- 
fore she had lost her mind and was sent to 
the asylum, haa consented to attend one 
séance at Mrs. Stryker’s house, and at the 
close denounced the woman as a fraud. 
After Mrs. Carroll’s incarceration at Middle- 
town Mr. Carroll left Yonkers and boarded 
with Mrs. Stryker. From Twenty-third street 
the Strykers and Mr. Carroll went to No. 987 
Lexington avenue, and are now living in 


Brooklyn. 
MR. CARROLL TALKS. 

George D. Carroil, a plain, matter of fact 
looking man, held a reception at his office 
this morning. A number of supporters and 
friends called to see him about the re- 
warkable story published today. Mr. Car- 
roll greeted his callers briskly with ‘** Walk 
right up and ask what you want to know.

School Elections in the Suburbs—Proposed 
Changes of the System. 


t the last session of the Legislature alaw was 
providing that in all municipalities which ' 


w, at 


tiie same polling-places and precincts and under 
the same —— as judges and clerks of election 
as at municipal and State elections. No pro- 
vision was made, however, for the payment of 
the judges or clerks or for other local expenses 
at those elections, The failure to make such 
vision was not due entirely to inadvertence. 
It was designed, and for these reasons: The new 
Riection law applies only to Chicago sud its 
suburbs and to East St. Louis. As far us the 
school elections are concerned it applies only to 
the suburos of Chicago—Lake, Lake View, Hyde 
Park, Cicero, and Jefferson. Each of those 
towns is divided intoa number of petty school 
districts. Hyde Park has sixteen, Jefferson has 
twelve. These are further subdivided into u 
number of precincts. There are two school elec- 
tions in each district every year, sometimes as 
many us four. If judges and cierks were com- 
nsated the election expense bill would there 
ore be rather steep. 

Take the Town of Lake as an illustration. It 
has about thirty-five * apes for school eleo- 
tions. The expense of each election precinct is 
as follows: Ten dollars for a polling-place. $9 
for three judges, 90 for two clerks, n for a mes- 
senger, #2 for miscellaneous expenses. This is 
$30 a precinct. For the thirty-five precincts the 
expenses would be $1,050, acd for three school 
elections, if compensation were allowed, it would 
be $3,159. There is an election in April of each 
year in Lake for town officers, incorporated 
township officers, school trustees and school di- 
rectors. There are also special elections every 
year for the issuing of bonds, for school and mu- 
nicipal elections, and the usual State and ¢ounty 
elections in the full, on an avera six elections 
a year. The expenses are rather high. Rich 
towrs like Lake and Hyde Park can stand the 
bill, but poor tuwnships like Cicero and Jeffer- 
son protest. It was through the efforts of the

County Superintendent Lane, in bis last pub- 
lished report, recommended that the judges and 
clerks of school elections be compensated at the 
rate of $3 each per election, and that the law be 
amended for that purpose. Others suggest that 
the best way out of tne difficulty is to have the 
school elections held the same day as the munici- 
pal elections. This plan would insure a better 
class of school directors, it is believed, and 
would save expense. There is no sense in hold- 
ing an election in the sixty odd precincts of Hyde 
Park for one school trustee on the third Satur- 
duy ia April, as now provided by law. The elec- 
tion of this officer and of directors could be held 
at the same time as the election for village trus- 
tees. Another suggestion is to wipe opt the 
school districts altogether, abolish the office of 
school trustee, and place the schools, as in Chi- 
cago, under the control of one municipal boara. 
The absurdity now prevails in Lake View of 
maintaining six or seven school boards, district 
and independent, every one of them having tax- 
ing powers, and all without responsibility to the 
city government. It is clear there is need for re- 
form in these matters. But pending the reform 
it is most unjust that men should be agked to 
serve as election judges and clerks without com- 
pensation. 1

SPECULATING IN LAW SUITS, 


Mr. Worley Knows a Much Better Game 
than His Friend Played. 

Benjamin P. Worley, through Attorney John 
E. Burke, brought suits in the Superior Court 
yesterday, one for $20,000 against Louis P. Cline- 
man and another for $5.000 against Louis P. 
Clingman and Louis Pardridge. The suits are 
peculiar. and are probably the first ones ever 
brought in this State by a third party to recover 
damages ina grain gambiing transaction. Mr.

Changed Wis Prayer. 

The suggestion that Dr. Cookman, whose father 
made the prayer at President Hurrison’s inaugu- 
ration in 1841, should perform a like service for 
his grandson the 4th of March next recalls to my 
mind afamous prayer made in the hall of the 
House of Represertatives sixty odd years ago.

honestly. The great day came, and Dr. Baich 
was going swimmuingly through his prayer, when, 
just as he came to the above petition, he opened 
his eyes, and the horrible fact dawned upon 
him that Archbishop Eccleston of Baitimore and 
the rest of the Roman Catholic hierarchy were 
seated in one corner of the chamber. It was too 
late to stop and change horses, so he went ahead 
tumultuously. That it may vlease Thee to 
root out of the earth whatsoever worketh a lie, 
and specially to subvert and confound the—the— 
the Hottentots.”” But, doctor,” said a friend 
that day a little later on, Why did you make the 
Hottentots the special objects of your wrath?”

pany before the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission will take place Friday morning.

The petition- 
ers aver that bituminous coal is 
like traffic as anthracite within the meaning 
vf the Inter-State Commerce law, and that 
the rates charged by the railroad company 
on anthracite coal as inter-State traffic are 
in contravention of the provisions of the act 
to reguiate commerce in that the said charges 
are unreasonable and unjust. The Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Company is ch 
complainants more upon anthracite 
it charges Others upon bituminous coal. The 
answer admits many of the averments, but 
deries that the company’s charges are un- 
reasonable and unjust. The answer says: 
„Our railroad was constructed expressly for 
the transportation of anthracite and does not 
enter the bituminous coal fields. We deny 
that bitummous coal is like traffic and is car- 
ried substantially under similar conditions 
as anthracite.“ The answer admits that the 
Lehigh Railroad Company is owner of the 
capitai stock of the Lehigh Valley Coal Com-

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A FRIEND OF POMPEY APPEARS IN AN 
UNEXPECTED QUARTER. 


A Rich and Aristocratic Virginia Democrat 
Demands Education for the Black Man 
—Race Prejudice RKRebuked— Either the 
Negro Must Be Reduced to a Condition 
Akin to Slavery or Else He Must Be 
Given an Incentive to Become a Good 
Citizen. 

Ricumonp, Va., Jan. 13.—[New York Her- 
ald.|--The all absorbing “race problem“ is 
treated in such a clear, striking, and logical 
manner by Mr. Edwin H. Biair in an essay 
entitiea The Prosperity of the South De- 
pendent on the Elevation of the Negro“ that 
I will endeavor to give a mere résumé of the 
scope and gist of the paper. 

I will premise by saying that Mr. Blair is a 
Virginian by lineage, nativity, residence, and 
interests. He is one of Richmond's wealth- 
iest men, a most successful merchant, and an 
active Democrat, in full sympathy with Jef- 
ferson principles, so that it can be seen his 
views are not tinged with the prejudices of 
an outsider, and that his welfare is bound up 
with the measures he so boldly advances, He 
has been in cénstant contact with the bus- 
iness of the South, and bis opinions are the 
result of a thorough experience with the act- 
ive pursuits and interests of a business life. 
The key of the essay is strictly economic, its 
tone is calm aud sedate, and it is calculated 
to make a deep impression upon the public at 
this particular juncture. 

HOW PROSPERITY CAN BE HAD. 

The chief point of Mr. Blair’s argument is 
that prosperity must be bought and paid for, 
and tne price to be paid by the people of the 
South is primarily and principally the eleva- 
tuon of the people to the point of making 
them intelligent, hopeful, and self-respecting 


_citizens. In addition to about six millions of 


negro citizens who generally are sunk in ig- 
norance, dégradation, and poverty, there are 
millions of white citizens who can neither 
read nor write and who are not materially 
above the negro in intelligence and wealth. 
The task before the South is to elevate this 
enormous mass of ignorant and debased citi- 
zens, which, unless elevated, wili forever 
blast the most earnest and vigorous efforts 
at improvement. 

The question, “Is the South prosperous?” 
is rendered necessary, says Mr. Biair, be- 
cause from so many fanciful and irresponsi- 
ble sources is the increasing wealth of the 
South proclaimed that many not in a position 
to know believe that the South is enjoyimg a 
great era of prosperity. After showing from 
official sources that the South is not only 
poor collectively—as a section—but individ- 
ually as to its citizens Mr. Blair proceeds to 
point out in necessary detail what measures 
are best calculated to elevate the people, 
principally the negroes—because they are so 
much in need of improvement—and incident- 
a the whites also. 

@says: “The general ignorance is in- 
tensified by the gross ignorance of all the 
biacks and of the whites nearest them in 
social and financial condition. The general 
cisréegard of human life is intensified by the 
slight manner in which a negro’s life is heid; 

the whites, thinking the negro’s life of 
little sanctity, naturally regard ali ufe as of 
littie value, and therefore freely take each 
other’s life. The general lackof economy 
and self-denial is rendered still greater by the 

ess, wasteful, and negligent manner in 
which @ negro, upon whom we are mainly 
ere for our labor, usuaily does his 
wor 
IGNORANCE A SURE INCUBUS. 

“Tf the blacks are to be left to grovel in 
their present degraded condition prosperity 
would be in default, because the six millions 
of negroes would prove an incubus upon the 
whites, who would be in imminent of 
impoverishment by the thieving of such mul- 
titudes, whose highest ambition would be to 
live without work at the expense of those 
who were responsible for their degradation. 
Let education be generally dissemi nated 


‘among the whites,asin some of the other 


States; let human life be protected, asin a 
really civilized community; let economy and 
self-denial prevail, as in the New England 
States, and the elevation of the negro would 
follow as a matter of course, or, rather, it 
would go along with the elevation of the 
whites themseives, and his degradation, as a 
race, would be a matter of history.“ 

Mr. Blair then goes on to show that the 
South ought to be the richest section of the 
United States, but that; although the pro- 
duction of bread, tobacco, cotton, rice, 
suger, and naval stores has been going on 
uninterruptedly for twenty years, her ple 
are not rich. They are poor. Their homes 
are not supplied with many of the most es- 
sential comforts; their plantations are poor- 
ly furnished with stock and implements; 
their cribs and smokehouses are mostly 
empty; their fences have disappeared and 
their dwellings and farm buildings are not 
only indifferent but they present a general 
appearance of neglect and too often of di- 
lapidation. The want of accumulated 
capital is extreme, and for at least six 
months of the year money instead of being 
a reality is rather a thing of memory and of 
hope, or of the past and the future, with the 
greater part of the people. 

GECRGIA AS AN ILLUSTRATION.

“Tf there is no hope of being able to do

his self-respect; by inspiring his hope; by 
letting him see that the land of his birth is 
as much his country as it is of the wealthiest 
and haughtiest white. Now he is not only 
an alien but an inferior—in reality a serf—in 
the land of his nativity.” 

In discussing the elevation of the laboriag 
population Mr. Blair confines himself to the 
negro; for, though the elevation of the iilit- 
erate whites is also essential for n 
yet, as a matter of course, it p es that of 
the blacks. Heconsidersita highly favor- 
able augury of a bright future that, owing to 
a liberalized sentiment, the negro has—in 
some parts of the South, and notably in Vir- 
ginia—been greatly improved. A vast in- 
terval separates the negro of today from the 
negro of twenty years ago, and as the State 
has suffered no detriment from his elevation 
so far it should be an encouragement to 
bridge over the still vast interval between 
what he is now and what he must be before 
he can become an enlightened and fully de- 
veloped citizen—that efficient producer of 
wealth absolutely essential to prosperity. 

NEGROES iN OTHER COUNTRIBS. ‘ 

After traversing this subject thoroughly 
Mr. Blair remarks: Although nowhere in 
the United States, either North or South, 
does the negro enjoy all the right of the 
white, yet when we cast our eyes beyond the 
limits of our own country, the supposed 
home of the free, we find the n occupy- 
ing the status of full equality. In England 
and France, countries which have led in the 
van of enlightenment, the negro rests under 
no political or social ban, but is received 
everywhere according to his Merits and cre- 
dentials. If the negro has letters of 
introduction he is received everywhere, 
while the white man, if not so provided, will 
be totally ignored. In the Empire of Brazil 
the negro is accorded full social and political 
equality. A Virginian who was for eight 
years from 1853 United States Consul at Rio 
tells me that when he was there one of the 
Emperor’s Ministers and one of the court 

hysicians were biack negroes; that he 
had danced with negroes at parties and offi- 
cial receptions, and that many of them, edu- 
cated in Europe and fayored with wealth, 
were much more elegant and cultured than 
he was himself. If there is any truth 
in experience, then experience teaches that 
the negro—degraded as we think him, and 
degraded as he realiy is—can be elevated 
when exposed to the same fostering influ- 
ences that have surrounded us.“ 

Measures for the elevation of the negro 
cannot be carried out summarily or by sim- 
ple act of legislation. They require time, 
care, wisdom, and patience, and will be im- 
possible without the acquiescence and co- 
operatuon of the whites. Great as is the 
power of the National Government it cannot 
elevate the negro itself nor can it force the 
whites to do so. The question is absolutely 
within their control. ey can keep the ne- 
gro in his present degraded condition, but 
not without laying the ax at the root of their 
own welfare. The whites can’t see this now, 
for they are dominated by a fear that the 
elevation of the negro means the degrada- 
tion of the whites, and untii this apprehen- 
sion is allayed it will be like appealing to the 
winds to urge them to take steps leading wo 
the complete education and enfranchisement 
of the negro. 

HE MUST HAVE A NEW BIRTH. 

“The negro,” continues Mr. Blair, must 
economically, morelly, and socially be born 
again. Self-respect, ho and intelligence 
are the trinity that will work out our own 
material regeneration. . . The negro is 
greatly deficient in all these cardinal quaiifi- 
cations. His self-respect 1s go small that he 
pays little regard to ch r the marriage 
vow, and illegitimacy is general. He pays 
little regard to honesty, and when his neces- 
sities or his inclinations combine with oppor- 
tunity the difference between meum et tuum 
is reduced to the least expression. He does 
not regard truth, for ne looks upon lying and 
deceit as trivial faults, if indeed they be 
faults at all. What hope has the negro and 
what stimulus does hope exert upon him! 
Alas! in the present condition of public sen- 
timent he can have but little hope, and it can 
supply him with small incentive. And why! 
Because he is looked upon with contempt as 
a degraded inferior, simply by virtue of 
having a black skin. 

“A negro may be pious, learned, or distin- 
guished; he may have rendered great service 
to his country or to humanity; he may be 
honored in France, England, or Germany, 
but when he comes among us, who are supe- 
rior to the flower of Europe, he is at once 
sent to Coventry.

im, except as an inferior and as an act of 
condescension, as we sometimes invite infe- 
riors to take a seat in our presence, that fam- 
ily is at once, or would be, put under the so- 
cial ban. Not only if one is a negro, but if he 
has, or is even suspected to have, one drop of 
negro blood, he is placed under almost every 
disadvantage, and he can never feel safe from 
snubs, insults, or even kicks from the supe- 
rior whites. In other words, the negro is 
the victim of caste. 


RACE PREJUDICE MUST GO. 

“ The first and most important step to take 
in the elevation ot the negro is to mollify 
and finally to obliterate race and color 
prejudice—a prejudice by no means peculiar 
to the South or to white and black races. 
Many glory in prejudice, foolishiy thinking 
it a mark of superiority, but prejudice is al- 
ways a weakness, and when itis extreme it 
18 @ badge of dishonor, Southerners cannot 
be true to their lofty character to be either 
unwilling or incapabie of overcoming color 


prejudice, much less true to their interests. ‘ 


The first duty resting upon us in this re- 
spect is to see that in criminal matters — that 
is to say, matters of lite and liberty—the 
scales of justice hang more level between 
whites and blacks; that the hand of justice 
bear more equally upon the two colors; and 
that both are punishea alike for similar of- 
fenses. It would be reasonable to inflict 
heavief penalties upon the whites, because 
they occupy a much higher plane socially, 
morally, and intellectually, and are therefore 
less excusable for violating the law. We 
must see that our courts of justice—the most 
august and beneficent IIA of civilization 
—are an equal refuge for the wronged of all 
colors and an equal terror to all wrong- 
doers, irrespective of previous condition. The 
law is the same for all. The trouble is in the 
interpretation of the laws by the juries, who 
merely voice public sentiment, which is 
superior to the law itself. The jury is sub- 
ject to all kinds of influences, though mostly 
of a sentimental character. 

In inal cases where whites are con- 
cerned it seems ever to lean to the side of 
the defense, and frequently brings in a ver- 
dict of acquittal where it is clearly mani- 
fest. The negro has none of these senti- 
mental advantages, and the jury without 
difficulty brings in a verdict against him. 
The negro may be rightly punished and he 
may receive no more than his just deserts, 
but if this is so then the white receives less 
than his due deserts; or, if the white is 
judged pone too leniently, then the negro is 
judged altogether too harshly. As long as 
the negro sees this state of affairs continue— 
as long as Justice appears to slip aside her 
bandage when he is brought before her au- 
gust tribunal and judge him according to his 
Soke 7 and previous condition—he must be 

wed down with dread and humiliation, and 
whatever hope he may have bd must 
die within him.” |

THE TROUBLES IN SAMOA. 


SETTING FORTH run ATTITUDE Or 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


The President Makes Public the Official 
Correspondence on the Subject — The 
Orders to Admiral Kimberly — Facts 
About the Seizure of the Haytian Re- 
pablic—Proceediugs in Congress—Gen- 
eral Washington News. 


Wasuinetox, D. G., Jan. 16—Among the 
correspondence concerning affairs iu Samoa, 
referred to in President Cleveland’s message > 
which was presented to the Senate today, 
Were the following instructions to Admiral 
Kimberly from Secretary Whitney, con- 
tained in a cablegram dated Jan. 11, 1889: 

Commander Mullan of the Nipsic telegraphs 
by way of Auckland, New Zealand, that a force 
Was landed at Samoa from the German fleet, 
which resulted in an engagement between the 
troops of Mataafe and tne German forces and 
the defeat of the latter. He reports that the Ger- 
mans in retaliation bombarded towns, disregard- 
ing protests and neutral rights, and that the 
property and lives of American citizens are in 
danger. He strongly urges the sending of re- 
inforcements. The German Government claims 
that the German forces were first attacked, and 
that war now exists between Germany 
and portion of the natives of 
ngaged in the attack upon the 

The German Government in- 
vites this Government in the common interest to 
join in establishing order in Samoa, giving assur- 
ance of caretul respect for our treaty rights. The 
United States Government is willing to codp- 
erate in restoring order in Samoa on the basis of 
the full preservation of American treaty rights 
and Samoan autonomy as recognized and 
to by Germany, Great Britain, and the United 
States, and has so informed the Ger- 
man Government. You will at once pro- 
ceed to Samoa and extend full pro- 
tection and defense to American  eciti- 
zens and property. You will consult with the 
American Vice-Consul, examine his archives, 
and otherwise inform yourself as to the situation 
and all recent occurrences, Protest against the 
subjugation and displacement of the native gov- 
erument of Samoa by Germany as in violation of 
positive agreement and understanding between 
treaty Powers, but inform the representa- 
tives of the German and British Govern- 
meats of your readiness to codperate in 
causing all treaty rights to be respected 
and in restorin ace and order on the basis of 
a recognition of Samoan rights to independence, 
endeavor to prevent extreme measures against 
the Samoans, and bring about a peacetul 
settlement. If such arrangements can be made 
upon that basis you will report the same for ap- 
proval, and you will norm the Government as 
soon as possible after your arrival in Samoa of 
the condition of affairs and rospect of a 
peaceful adjustment, and whether rmany was 
acting impartially between the opposing forces 
when the late conflict occurred. WHITNEY.

Mr. Voorhees of Washington voiced the 
demand of the people of that Territory for 
admission into the Union. At tne recent 
election, he said, the question of admission 


had been the burning issue. Sok had 
the people resented the delay of this House 
in responding to their continual appeal for 
Statehood that a pronounced Repu ma- 


jority has been the result. | 

Mr. Mansur of Missouri advocated the ad- 
mission of New Mexico, asserting that her 
people were fully capable of self-governmeat. 

r. Herman of Oregon favored the speedy 
admission of those Territories which by 
reason of their population and natural re- 
sources were entitied to Statehood. . 

Mr. Dubois of idaho said that while th 
Territory which he represented was not now 
asking for admission into the Union it did 
ask for an enabling act which would fixa 
definite time when itcould assume the re- 
sponsibdilities of Statehood.

CARL SCHURZ ON THE RESULT OF NOV. 6. 
What It Was, in His Opinion, That Defeat- 
ed Cleveland’s Re-election. 

Schurz’s Commonwealth Club Speech, Jan. 
14.: As to President Cleveland himself, how- 
ever good his Administration was in many 
respects, some of his acts had made him 
enemies, others had cooled the zealof for- 
mer friends. His pension vetoes, for in- 
stance, however just, had excited the Grand 
Army and the claim agents against him—the 
latter to especial fury. His civil service 
policy had soured the spoilsmen, without, on 
the other hand; satisfying aud 
the reformers (mugwumps). His “Inde- 
pendent” allies (mugwumps) of 1884 partly 
Opposed him, partly gave him a half-hearted 
support, and those who supported him with 
vigor did so singly, without organization. 
And opposed to him was a bi candl- 
date of unquestionable high personal charac- 
ter, and behind that candidate a party far su- 
perior to the Democrats in means and en- 
orgy as well as in the skill of cam ing. 
Is it surprising laboring under such 
advantages, Mr. Cieveland was defeated? 
No; it is rather surprising that de was not 
buried under a majority mountain high. It 
is truly amazing that he cams so near win- 
nine the victory—so near, indeed, that a 
change ot only 8,000 votes in the State of 
New York would have given him the elec- 
tion. Ihave endeavored to study the causes 
of that result, to the best of my oppor- 
tunities, and I am much inclined to 
think that the tariff reform’ issue was not 
Mr. Cleveland’s weak point, but really his 
strength. We observe the significant fact 
that Mr. Cleveland made his gaims mostly in 
cities in inaustrial centres, where the tariff 
question came nearest home to the voters, 
where it was most apt to crowd out all side 
issues, and where, through the easy exchan 
of opinions, the educational process 

8 on quickest, Mr. Cleveland lost mostly 
n the agricultural districts, where old opin- 
ions are most stubbornly clung to, where old 
prejudices are easily aroused, and where the 
educational process is always siowest. If, 
in spite of all the disadvantages and the mis- 
management I have mentioned, the inherent 
strength of the tariff reform cause, as the 
short discussions of one campaign presented 
it to the popular mind, came so near de- 
feating the tremendous array of interest and 
energy on the otner side, what would have 
happened had President Cleveland brought 
out his tariff message a year or two sooner, 
so that the educational movement started by 
it would have had time to penetrate the rural 
districts as it has penetrated some of the in- 
dustrial centres? And what will happen if 
the discussion s on, especially if the 
protective policy continues to develop its 
character as a breeder of monopolies? And 
this it will certainly do if the Republican 
party in power permits it, for the protected 
interests .are insatiable; they will never be 
satisfied until not only all foreign competi- 
uon is cut off, but until it is made easy to 
them to neutralize all home competition, too, 
by combination.

Judge Barrett’s Recent Decision Agsinst 
the Trust Monopolies.
